A spirit of kindliness and unselfishness 
prompts the young girl to give up her seat to 
an old man or a woman carrying a baby. She 
does not stop to consider whether it is ‘tive old 
man’s right or not. And this same spirit of 
kindliness should be encouraged with regard 
to men giving up their seats to women. 

Certainly, the man who does give up his 
seat is placed by the average woman in a very 
different category from the one who does not.

During the next four years they could not 
expect to bring about a millenium. Their re- 
presentatives would be faced with as great. a 
difficulty .as any legislators in any country 
ever faced. Fifty millions had — up in 
smoke and they had anarchy and destruction; 
and all the fundamental principles on which 
civilised society existed were challenged.
